cauterized with tho electric cautery. Histological investigation of tho 
growth showed it to bo a fibroma. 

Tho X-ray In Determining the Limits of the Frontal Staua.-DR. John 
Howard Pit IMP, of San Francisco, recommends (Journal of the American 
Medical Amciaiion, March 22, 1902) this method of determining the char¬ 
acter of tho diseased sinus before operation, and Illustrates his remarks 
with a reproduction from a radiograph taken for that purpose at the Han 
Francisco I’olyclinlc. 

In view of tho fact that thoro aro no frontal sinuses in a great many 
Individuals—in some scries of autopsies as many as H per cent.—this pre¬ 
liminary Investigation would, as suggested by Dr. Philip, prevent injury to 
cranial contents in such cases about to be operated upon for supposed dis¬ 
ease of tho sinus, 

Morbid Growths of the Maxillary Sinuses.—At the late meeting of the 
American Laryngologies!, Hhlnologlcal, and Otological Society (American 
Medicine, March 16, 1902) Da. Kobe nr 0. Myles reported four cases of 
polypi attached to the upper wall of tho maxillary sinus and protruding 
Into the noao and rhinopharynx. In each instance relief waa obtained by 
curetting tho sinus, and, so far as has been ascertained, there has been no 
recurrence. 

Foreign Bodies in the Accessory Nasal Sinuses — LOhndero ( Munchener 
medicinitchc \Vochentchr[ft ; American Medicine, March 15, 1902) reports two 
cases: 1. A man, aged forty years, had his eye destroyed twenty years pre¬ 
viously by a bursting gun, tho Iron splinter lodging finally in the right 
ethmoid sinus and giving riao to chronic inflammation and nasal polyps. 
The growth and iron splinter wero easily removed by operation. 

2. A man, aged thirty-two years, had a piece of a felt hat-band driven 
through the outer tablo of the skull into the right frontal sinus during a 
street brawl. Subacute traumatic empyema of the cavity ensued, which 
disappeared after operative removal of the piece of felt and drainage into 
the nasal cavity. 

Malignant Disease of the Noso and Accessory Binuses.-In an exten¬ 
sive paper upon this subject, including tabulations of 18« ca^es from pub¬ 
lished records, Prof. Joseph S. Gibb, of Philadelphia (AVir York State 
Journal of Medicine, January and February, 1902), describes and depicts two 
cases of his own—one of sarcoma of tho naresand the other carcinoma of the 
nose. 

Empyema of the Sphenoidal 8Inus.-DR. Jonathan Wright, of Brook¬ 
lyn, reports (dn/ia/i of Otology, Hhinology, and lAtyngology, February, 1902) 
a case of isolated, unilateral, latent empyema of the sphenoidal sinus, with 
delirium ami mental symptoms. Operation; recovery. Tho patient was a 
physician, fifty-seven years of age, who had an attack of influenza in Jan¬ 
uary, 1901, accompanied with severe coryza and intense pain at the vertex of 
his head, progressing toward the occiput and down to below the left eye. 
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After recovery from the influenza this BHine sort of pain recurred at inter¬ 
vals, becoming moro and moro severe and almost unbearable. On November 
80,1001, lie was first examined by Dr. Wright, who, without detecting any¬ 
thing significant on exploration, came to the conclusion that thero was somo 
intracranial difficulty, duo most likely to pus under pressuro in the left 
sphenoidal sinus, and perhaps in tho posterior ethmoidal cells. Under ether 
tho sphenoidal Binus was opened through tho anterior nares and gave exit to 
dark, cheesy, foul-smelling secretions, and then tho middle lurbinato was 
amputated to facilitate drainage. For details the reader Is referred to tho 
original. 

8p&Bm of the Larynx.—Under tho title of " Vertigo and Ictus of the 
Larynx" Dr. MoNCOROfe, of Mont-Doro, reports (Annatet dts Maladies de 
VOreWe, da I/srynx, etc., May, 1902) 10 additional cases, which brings up 
Ids personal record to 32 out of 120 published cases. 

[This variety of laryngismus is usually allied with asthma, whatever tlm 
exciting causo of the asthma. When it merely proceeds to giddiness without 
loss of consciousness it is called by tho profession vertigo; when loss of con¬ 
sciousness follows tho vertigo, then they call it IctUB.] 

Myxoma of tho Larynx.— Prof. Joseph S. Ginn, of Philadelphia, 
reports {Annals of Otology, Rhinology, anti Laryngology, February, 1001) a 
case of myxoma of tho larynx occurring in a healthy man flfty-fivo years of 
age, who applied for relief of hoarseness of somo months' duration. Several 
masses of a clcnr homogeneous structure loosely attached by a pedlclo wero 
seen beneath the vocal bands, or perhaps attached to tho under Burfaco of 
tho loft one, which, during phonatlon, wero forced up botwcon and over the 
vocal bands, proventing proper approximation. Tho growths wero removed 
In a number of sittings, and wero found, upon microscopic examination, to 
ho myxomatous, or, ns described by tho pathologist, cedematoua fibromas or 
polyps. 
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The Pathogenetio Eventuations of Ohalazlal Tumors —Dr. M. I\ 
We yuan {Annals of Ophthalmology, October, 1901), makes tho following 
deductions: 

Chalazia, from tho nature of their structuro and pathology, tend to 
degenerate. This degeneration may bo suppurative, more or less acute, and
